i. Our long-awaited Ueadquarters Notice on proper display, 
of notices and advertising in the Headquarters Building is at the 
printers and will shortly be Sistributed. It will provide a 
welcome source of authority for your personnel to point to when 
asked about the rules governing such display. 


2. Now that we have established the rules, we need to 
provide for an occasional, desirable exception to those rules. Tf 
believe that we have one such exception currently on the kiosks 
in the form of the attractive poster calling attention to the 
wedical cartoons and posters now on view in the Exhibit Hall. Tf 
had previously arranged to have this poster remain in place for 
two weeks, but I believe it would se appropriate for it to remain 
in place until the exhibit is closed cn 10 September. 


3. Another exception is in prespect. The Office of 
Logistics necds ta advertise the renewal of parking permits for 


the next year. To ve useful, the poster must be displayed in the » 
display panel of the entrances for several weeks and perhaps for scene 
the entire month cf August. The alternative to such display is eer 3 


the use once again of the "menu" boards which the display panels 
were intended to replace.

With careful attention to the 
basic purpose behine the rules, that is, to ensure tasteful, 
tinely display of information of interest to Adency employees, we 
should be able to keep these exceptions to a minimum and maintain 
the standards which the guidelines are intended to promote.
